This catalogue contains offerings of seedlings, back bulbs and mature plants of Cymbidium. 
The seedlings are in community pots and in small singles. The standard four-inch communities 
contain a minimum of 10 plants each and are priced and sold as units only. The back bulbs 
are large and firm with at least one good eye; they are dormant and are not potted. All of the 
mature plants have bloomed for the last two years. Plants of all sizes are in a vigorous healthy 


condition. They are priced both by size and by hybrid quality. 


The plants in the first part of the catalogue are available in fairly large quantities. 
Those under the heading “Available in Limited Quantity Only” are for the most part repre- 
sented by numbers of six or less. Judging by current demand, these plants will not remain 


in stock for long, so an immediate reply would be desirable. 


We have records of the type of flowers of all of the mature plants. The descriptions 
piven to each number include the range of flower color within the lot. If you desire a special 
type, please send us a description and we shall do our best to fill the order. In the case of the 
unflowered seedlings it is obviously not possible to give an accurate description of the flower 
color or form, since these characters are extremely variable in Cymbidium hybrids. Such plants 


are listed with descriptions of their parents.

prevent confusion on those plants available only in limited quantities.
